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The  Cafe  of  five  Children,  who  were 
Inoculated  in  Dublin ,  on  the  16th 
of  Augufly  171  j. 


Arious  Reports  having 
been  fpread  concerning 
five  Children ,  upon 
whom  the  Small-Tox 
was  inoculated ,  I  have 
been  defired  to  publifli 
,  the  true  Account  oftheir 
Cafe;  which  is  as  fol¬ 
lows.  * 

A  Gentleman  had  fix 
Children,  five  Sons  andaDaughter ;  who  from 
their  Infancy  had  been  kept  to  a  regular  cooling 


1  was  a  Stranger  to  the  Children,  and  was  not  confulted  a- 
bout  them  "till  the  eleventh  Morning  after  their  Inoculation; 
and  therefore  am  obliged  to  their  Parents,  and  thofe  who 
attended  them,  for  what  relates  to  their  Diet,  their  Confti- 
tutions,  the  Manner  oftheir  being  prepared  for  the  Difeaf?, 
and  the  Effe&s  produced  by-Jhe  Inoculation  before  I  faw 
them.  • 

A  X  Diet, 
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Diet,  and  had  fcarcely  tafted  Flelh-meat ’till  a-r 
bout  a  Year  ago,  and  fince  that  time,  eat  only 
fuch  as  was  of  eafy  Digeftion,  and  that  {paring* 
ly  once  a  Day.  The  fourth  Son  aged  between 
nine  and  ten  Years,  of  a  healthy  Conftitution, 
took  tlie  Small-Tox  in  the  natural  Way  on  the 
1 8th  of  Augttjl  1725*.  His  Took  being  diftinlt 
and  good,  the  Parents  refolved  to  have  the  reft 
of  their  Children  inoculated  from  him;  which 
was  accordingly  done  on  the  2,6th  of  Auguft^ 
the  ninth  Day  of  dieir Brother’s  Mlnefs.  T  hey 
were  each  of  them  prepared  for  the  Diftemper 
by  two  Dofes  of  a  purging  Infufion,  one  of  which 
was  given  on  the  21,  and  the  other  on  the  23. 
From  the  time  of  Inoculation,  they  were,  kept; 
from  Flefli-meat,  and  were  only  allowed  Bread 
and  Jvlilk>  Bread  and  Butter,  light  Pudding,, 
Tea  with  Milk,  and  things  of  that  Nature. 

I.  The  eldeft  Son  aged  thirteen' Years  was 
nurfed  in  the  Country,  where  he  continued  ’till 
he  was  a  Year  and  a  half  old*  and  was  then 
brought  home  to  his  Parents  in  a  very  poor  ami 
weak  Condition.  Soon  after  he  grew  rickety ,, 
but  recovered  from  that  Diieafe  in  ifefe  than  a* 
Year.  In  fo me  Months  after  hisRecovery,  he 
got  a  {welling  in-  his  Foot  which  fuppuratcd* 
broke,  and  ran  for  foveral  Weeks.  After  this 
was  healed,  he  continued  well'  for  about  three 
Years,  then  he  had  an  Abfcefs  in  his  Belly  be¬ 
low  the  Navel,  which  luppurated,  broke  and 
was  healed  in  about  two  Months.  Since  that 
time  he  enjoyed  a  very  good  ftare  of  Health, 
and  was  a  ftrong  liifty  Boy  when  he  was  inocu¬ 
lated .

On  the  eighth  Day  after  Inoculation ,  he  be¬ 
gan  to  be  diiordered  with  a  Headrach  and  Vo¬ 
miting.  His  Vomiting  was  frequent  and  vio¬ 
lent  ’till  the  third  Day  of  his  Illuefs,  and  then 
it  abated' hut  did  not  ceafe,  for  he  vomited  at 
times  ’till  the  fourth  Day  at  Noon.  No  Took 
appeared,  but  on  the  third  at  Night  purple 
Spots  of  different  fizcs  were  obferved  all  over 
his  Body,  many  of  which  were  as  large  in  Dia^* 
meter  as  a  midling  Pea.  About  this  time  he 
fainted’;  and  died  in  the  Evening  of  the  fourth 
Day,  about  twenty  four  Hours,  after  the  firft 
Appearance  of  the  Spots.  He  was  extreamly 
thirfty  during  his  Hind's,  and  for  the  raoft  part 
pale  and  cold.. 

His  Incifion  had  a  good  Digeftion  at  the  fe- 
cotf  d  Drdfiug,  which  was  on  the  third  Day  af¬ 
ter  it  was  made,  and  cpntinu^d  in  this  State  ’tilt 
the  Day  on,  which  he r  fickened ;  then  it  grew 
pale,  flaccid,  and  had  little  or  no  Dilcharge.  It 
continued  thus  ’till  the  third  Day  of  his  Sick - 
nefs;  then  it  turned  blackifli,  and  was  perfed- 
ly  dry  on. the  fourth, the  Day  on  which  hedied. 

II.  The  fecond  S.on  aged  eleven  Years  of  a 
healthy  Conftitution,  began,  to  be  diiordered 
on  the  Seventh  at  Night.  He  firft  complained 
of  a  Pain  in  his  Bones  and  Back,  and  the  next 
Morning  of  a.  Pain  in  his  Head,  and  was  very 
dozy  all  that  Day.  On  the  third  he  was  very 
reftlds,  ravedmuch,  andhadaveryuneafy  Nighr. 
He  vomited  a  little  on  the  third  and  fourth, 
and  what  he  threw  up  was  blackilh  and  mixed 
with  Clots  of  Blood.  The  Tock  began  to  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  fourth  towards  Night,  and  upon 
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the  Eruption  all  the  fore-meptioned Symptoms 
vanilhed.  He  then  bled  two  or  three  Spoon¬ 
fuls  from  his  Nofe.  On  the  fifth  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  he  was  very  eafy  and  without  a  Fever.  On 
the  fixth  he  complain’d  of  a  fore  Throat,  began 
to  (pit,  and  continued  (pitting  three  or  four 
Days.  His  Tock  was  aijiin£t>  ripened  well, 
and  he  recovered. 

His  Incifion  had  agoodDigeftiononthe  third 
Day  after  Inoculation ,  and  continued  to  make 
a  good  Difcharge  ’till  he  fickened ;  then  it  grew 
pale  and  flaccid,  and  continued  fo  ’till  the  fe- 
venth  Day  of  hisSicknels:  From  the  feventhto 
the  ninth  it  was  blackilh,  and  fomewhat  dry, 
but  after  that  it  again  came  to  a  goodDigeftiori. 

III.  The  third  Son  aged  about  ten  Years,  a 
frelh  colour’d,  ftrong,  healthy  Boy,  who  never 
had  had  any  Sicknefs,  began  tobediforderedon 
the  eighth  Day  aft£r  Inoculation ;  in  the  Evening 
he  complained  of  a  Pain  in  his  Head  and  Belly, 
He  was  very  hot,  thirfty  and  reftlefs  all  that 
Night.  The  next  Day  which  was  the  fecond 
of  his  Sickuefs,  he  vomited  in  the  Morning  and 
continued  vomiting  at  Times  ’till  the  third  Day 
in  the  Evening.  Then  the  Eruption  began,  ancj 
on  the  fourth  in  the  Morning  it  appear’d  in  his 
Face  like  an  Eryfipelas.  1  could  not  at  that 
time  difcover  any  Eujiules  either  on  his  Body 
or  Limbs,  but  he  had  many  purple  Spots  all  o- 
ver  him,  efpecially  in  his  Neck  andLoins,  ma¬ 
ny  of  which  were  as  large  in  Diameter  as  a  great 
Pin’s  Head.  On  the  fifth  the  Tock  began  to 
appear  in  his  Body  and  Limbs,  and  came  out 
thick  on* the  fixth.  He  was  extreamly  reftlefs, 

'  and  • 
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and  raved  much  from  the  Beginning  of  the  Erup¬ 
tion  to  thefixthDay,  but  was  pretty  quiet  that 
Night,  flept  and  began  to  fpit.  On  the  feventh 
his  Face  was  fwell’d,  his  Spitting  continued, 
and  he  had  fome  Sleep.  On  the  eighth  he  con¬ 
tinued  much  in  the  fame  ftate,  only  drank  and 
llept  more  than  he  had  done  before.  On 
the  ninth  in  the  morning  the  fwellrng  of  his 
Face  abated.  On  the  eleventh  his  Breath  grew 
Ihort,  his  Spitting  ftopt,  and  he  died  in  the 
Evening.  His  Tock  was  the  worft  fort  of  the 
confluent  Kind,  it  nevet  fill'd  nor  digefted ;  but 
continued  flat  and  watery ’till  his  Death.  He 
had  no  Third,  andwou’d  drink  but  little  during 
his  Illnefs.  .  /. 

His  Incifion  difcharged  a  well  digefted  Mat¬ 
ter  from  the  third  Day  after  Inoculation  ’till 
the  Day  op  which  he  fickened:  Then  it  gyevv 
pale,  flaccid,  and  had  little  or  no  Difcharge.  It 
continued  thus  to  the  eighth  Day  of  his  Sick- 
nefs,  then  it  turned  black  and  was  lcarified:  On 
the  ninth  it  difcharged  a  little  thin  Sanies:  It 
grew  quite  dry  on  the  tenth,  the  Day  before 
he  died. 

IV.  The  fifth  Son,  ftrong  and  healthy,  aged 
about  eight  Years,  began  to  be  dilbrdered  on 
the  feventh  at  Night  with  a  feverifh  Heat,  and 
a  Pain  in  his  Head.  Thefe  Symptoms  continu¬ 
ed  much  the  fame  all  the  next  Day ;  but  towards 
Evening  the  Fever  encreafed,  and  he  had  a  very 
uneafy  Night;  he  grew  eafier  the  following 
Morning,  and  continued  fo  ’till  Evening,  when 
the  Small  Tox  appeared.  He  fweated  much 
all  that  Day.  His  Took  was  diftincl  and  good ; 
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he  had  but  few,  and  recovered  without  any  ill 
or  irregular  Symptoms. 

His  Incifion  fufFered  no  Change  at  the  time 
of  his  Sickening,  but  difcharged  plentifully 
throughout  the  Diftemper. 

V.  The  Daughter  aged  fix  Y  ears,  ofa  pale  Com¬ 
plexion,  but  always  healthy,  began  to  be  diL 
ordered  on  the  feventh  Day  after  Inoculation  : 
Towards  Nightlbe  grew  hot  and  complained  of 
a  Pain  in  her  Head.  OntheDay  followingflie 
vomited  in  the  Morning;  towards  Evening  her 
Fever  encreafed,  and  Ihe  had  a  very  reftlefs 
Night.  She  was  much  eafier  the  third  Morning, 
and  continued  fo  ’till  Evening,  when  the  Vock 
began  to  appear.  She  dozed  all  the  fourth  Day, 
had  a  Loofenefs,  and  vomited  once  or  twice; 
towards  Evening  were  obferved  many  purple 
Spots,  efpeciallyon  her  Neck  and  Breafts,  the 
largeft  of  which  were  not  greater  in  diameter 
than  a  midling  Pin’s  Head.  She  had  a  difiinil 
Took,  but  was  very  full,  efpeciaily  in  her  Face 
and  Limbs.  On  the  tenth  file  had  fbme  loofe 
Stools,  two  or  three  whereof  were  bloody. 
The  fill’d,  digefted  well,  and  file  recover’d. 

Her  incifion  in  the  beginning  had  but  an  ill  di- 
gcflion :  fromthetimeof  herfickeningit  was pale 
and  flaccid  ’till  the  eighth  Day,  then  itgrew  blac- 
kifh  and  was  fcarified,  the  Slough  feparated  on  the 
tenth,  and  after  that  it  had  a  good  Difch  arge. 
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
